Donald Scgretti Hired Dromcr in 1971 

Bremer was hired for paid-informer penetration 
of new left organizations in Milwaukee by friends 
of Ilonald Seprciti in 1971. Whether these friends 
or .Set] ret ti himself were involved in employing Bremer 
to slum Wallace is not known. What, is known, how- 
fiver, :s that Charles Colson asked K. Howard Hunt to 
go immediately to Bremer's home in Milwaukee right 
after the shooiing. This suggestion occurred so 
rapidly that one lias to be suspicious about a pos- 
sible link between Colson, Chapin, Scgretti, and 
Bremer. 

Motives for Killing Wallace? 

Certainly, the possible motive for killing Wal- 
lace, or at least injuring him to the extent that he 
had to drop out of the race for President, is quite 
obvious. A few weeks before the attempt, Wallace 
was shown in a Callup poll as garnering around 10% ■ 
of the vote in n Presidential election running 
against Nixo", and either McCovern or Mu.skie, The 
rest of the ’ < was about evenly divided in the 
poll. In othn words, if the poll were correct, 
Wallace held the key to whether Nixon could be re- 
elected or not. By eliminating him, nearly all of 
the Wallace vote wont to Nixon.

Dennis Cossini

Stang found a photograph of Cossini in the "Mil- 
waukee Journal" of November 5, 1969, taken during 
an SDS rally at the University of Wisconsin. He 
showed it to Karl Nunnery, the boss of the Milwaukee 
station for the Chesapeake and Ohio ferry boat ride. 
Nunnery identified Cossini as the man who had been 
there with Bremer on April 5, 6, or 7, 1972, asking 
about boat reservations. A third person, not yet 
identified, had been with them, hut remained in 
their car, an American Motors product., two-tone, 
white on the bottom and dark on the top. The third 
person had long hair and could have been a girl. 

The car was not Bremer's blue Rambler. 

Cossini Murdered in Toronto 

Cossini was murdered in Toronto, Canada, less 
than two weeks after Stang began searching for him. 
His body was found in a parked car by police on July 
6, 1972. It was picked up by three Americans who, 
according to an FBI agent Stang interviewed, may 
have been CIA agents, Cossini 's body contained an 
overdose of heroin, and a hypodermic needle. The car 
also contained n <15 caliber automatic, a phony Wis- 
consin driver's license, and five telephone numbers 
on a pad. The numbers were traced by Stang to John 
J. McCleary, Sncrnr. onto, Calif., at V t- T Interna- 
tional, nil import-t-.:port company; John J. Dugan, 

New York Cit.y, a public relations type; Viola Ed- 
wards in Dallas, Texas, n prostitute knovtn as Tina; 
Mike Mcllale in Milwaukee, an SDS member; and Leibel 
Bergman, Newark, N.J., a suspected espionage agent 
and founder of the Revolutionary Union, an under- 
ground movement organization. 

Bremer Attendee! SDS Meetings 

Stang also discovered that Bremer attended SDS 
meetings in Milwaukee and was detected there by an 
undercover agent working for the Milwaukee Police. 
The agent saw Bremer at 3 or 4 meetings. Others 
present at these meetings included Mike Mcflale, Art 
Heitzer, Peggy Anderson, Disnias Becker, Dennis Cos- 
sini, and Mike Cullen. Cullen was one of t he Mil- 
waukee 14, convicted of burning draft records. A 
book was published about him in 1972, "Time to 
Dance; The Mike Cullen Story," Messenger Press. In 
July, 1971, Cullen joined Arthur Bremer in the Mid- 
get Tavern on West Wells in Milwaukee. The police 
agent identified both of them in a report reproduced 
in Stang* s article. Cullen called Bremer "The Don" 
or "The Dawn". They discussed for about an hour a 
newspaper Cullen had with him, It was the September 
10, I960 issue of the "Daily World", On the front 
page was a photo of the Milwaukee 11, and a head- 
line, "George Wallace — The Telltale Record" ,/ 
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r,nl 1 on was stirring Urcrnnr up about Wnllw-.c by 
calling him a Fascist' war-monger. Thu total discus- 
sion lasted for nearly two hours. Mnng- concludes .j 
from this that Culler., along with peihnps Mcllale 
ami Cossini, were Involved in the conspiracy with y 
Bremer to kill Wallace.

Other details analyzed hy Stong include the fol- 
lowing items:

Next 
day ho attended a Wallace victory party in the 
Itiji lay Inn-Midtown. On April 7 and 0, 1972, 
Bcc-nr registered at the Waldorf Astoria Hotel 
in Nrw York, having flown into the city from 
Milwaukee. On April 13 and 11, he stayed at the 
Ford Ilyin Hotel in Ottawa. For the next three, 
dr, vs, lie was at the Sheraton Motor inn in New 
Carrollton, Maryland. On May 10, he was at a 
Wallace lially in Cadillac, Michigan, and the next 
day he was reportedly at a Wallace Bally in Land- 
cver , Maryland.

Mismatr.ii of Bremer's Incoma and Expenses ' 



• It renter’ s income and his expenses were completely 
mismatched. Slang's detailed analysis of his ex- 
penses can be s linearized by stating that P.rofer 
spool, conservatively estimating, far more than 
$'1000,00 during the period from January 1, 1971 
to May 15,, 1972, Mis income during this period 
was $2950.00 after taxes, lie had. no savings or 
other sources of money prior to J971. As Stang 
says, with his uncanny financial ability he 
should he appointed Secretary of the Treasury as 
soon as he Is paroled id fifteen years. 



• Bremer’ s diary may have been manufactured to , ., 
prove his Insanity, along with several other,; 
carefully calculated episodes and stories to make 
him seem insane. Hr, .Paul t’urioll, the court. - 
psychiatrist who examined llrcmer after his Novem- 
ber, 1971 arrest, found him sniio. Timothy Burns 
and Mrs. Pcmrich, two people who know him very 
well, said he was definitely not crazy, Bremer 
was above average on intelligence tests. The 
jury at Bremer's trial did not believe he was in- 
sane either. The lone madman image didn't sell.

• If E. Howard Hunt had gone to Bremer’s apartment 
as Colson suggested, he would apparently have had 
no trouble with the FBI. Stang says that "Chicago 
Tribune" reporters Ronald Koziol and John 0 Brian 
went to Bremer's apartment in search of clues anil 
found that FBI agents had come and gene leaving 
the place unguarded. As a consequence, the 
apartment resembled a circus. Newsmen, neigh- 
bors, curiosity seekers, and college students 
from a nearby beer party, had been rummaging 
through the place, overturning furniture, pawing 
through clothes, pocketing bullets and other sou- 
venirs, and generally tracking up the entire 
scene with their fingerprints and footprints. 
Bremer’s notebook wns taken away by a wire ser- 
vice re| arter, The FBI returned a few hours 
later . 11 ,- begun to put evidence into boxes. At 
no time did they attempt, to seal off the apart- 
ment or to take fingerprints. Hunt could have 
come and gone in his retl wig and never even been 
noticed. The FBI obviously were told by someone 
not to find the facts about Bremer, 

• Finally, the agent who saw Bremer at the SDS 

meeting in November, 1959 was fired by the Bureau 
of Narcotics. Bremer's appointed attorney has 
been of very little help in determining the 
truth. The Maryland Slate Police, while appar- 
ently convinced there was a conspiracy, according 
to off-the-record discussions with members of 
the Committee to Investigate Assassinations, have 
been completely squelched by the Federal Govern- 
ment in the latest giant cover-up of an attempted 
political assassination. 

Could Bromer Hava Written his Diary? 

Gore Vidal, in an article publishedby the "New 
York Review of Books"- in Oecember, 1973, suggest.,
